“THE CONVERSION OF CHINA. 
To the Editor of the ‘Cuma Mam. 


Bin,—Tho recent wanton destruction of 
propurties belonging'te the different Ohris- 
tian Missionary communities in Chengtu 
aud the neighbouring towns by the idle po- 
pulaco of thuse places, with the apparem 
countenance ,vf the, Chineao authorities, 
brings forcibly to the front the question 
‘Ta China worth converting?’ Thte quos- 
tion has oceurred to me for some lime, 
whenbver newa is spread that a Missionary 
in the interior is cast into a dungern, hia 
houses pat on fire, acd his work of yeara 
destroyed by a single stroke, and little or 
ho satisfaction got fram the central autbori- 
ties in Poking for the high-handed dead. 

Tho first serious attempt at missionary 
work by Chriatians in thia atronghold of 
Buddhism dates four conturies back, Friar 
Pedro de Alfaro, a Spaniard by birth, was 
the first who pronched the gospel to an 
admiring crowd of ignorant Canton cuolics 
in the year of grace 1579,—and this is how 
the event is chronicled in an‘old Ports. 
guese bouk, written is the old style :— 

‘ Prior P. de Altaro-came from Manila, 
uccumpanied by threo other friara, all woll 
versed in lettera, of exemplary virtues, and 
with the torch of the truths of the gospel 
in band to illuminate those wretchod bar- 
barians who are seated in the shadow of, 
eternal death’—{Whatever that may 
mean.) A Chinamaos converted in Muvila 
vamo over as an interpreter, and the first 
meoling in Qanion is thus; desoribed :— 
‘Tho friars spuke in Spanish tothe people 
that what brought them from their dietant 
home to this land of China was the blind- 
ness of the natives in matters rolating to 
their ultimate welfare, their ignoratco of 
tho teschiuys of Qbriet, our Lord and Sa- 
viour &.’ But tothe discomfiture of the 
missionaries they found ont that their in- 
terpreter did not st all follow them, and 
what he anid was diametrically opposite to 
their preaching, for the interpreter dured 
net ayow thus publicly that the religion 
of his countrymen wae a falae ona and the 
deity of their idola s myth! The mission- 
arios were brought before the mandarins 
‘who aro the govornore and justices of the 
country,’ and here again they repeated that 
the sole object of their coming to Canton 
‘waa to save the souls of the people, to 
proclaim tha certain truth-of God, and the 
knowlodge of Christ crucified for the Juve 
of ua’—but here again the wily interpreter 
would not spoak out for simple fears ond 
eeaing this,—‘ Friar Pedro showed tho 
image of Christ on the cro:s fo tho sur- 
toonding idolatera, for he could not do 
othorwise, owing to his ignorance of the 
Chinesa language. The people wera thus 
asked not to ignota, to deny Him who will 


where they could preach and tasch to their 
hearts content and would always be chér- 
ished by the pdople, . 
Lem atcaid I will bring on me the dis- 
pleasure of ihe, united force of the mission- 
arios in Chins, in this suggegtion to them 
to return home, but I am aure the sensible 
ones will bear me out when I say that little

FORMOSA. 


Me R-8. Gundry writes an interesting 
article on Formons to The Saturday Review, 


‘ 


in the course of which he refers to Me John 


Dodd, not unknown to older Hongkong 
residents, as one of the earliest aocttlers in 
‘the Island, and one of the first ta explore 
the savage couatry, and who probably 
knows more than any other foreigner abont 
the interior of the Island. Mr Gundry 
writes :— i 


‘Mr Dodd was, I believe, the firat to 
discaver tea growing wild in the interior, 
to sat’ up firing cstablishments, and 
inaugurate the trade which has since 
nesumed such important proportions. He 
discovered petrelsum wells too, and the 
cinnamon-tree, in tha course of excursions 
undertaken partly from o dosiro for cxplo- 
ration and pirtly to promote the trade in 
camphor, which is one of the’ priccipal 
articles of commerce. For the reason, pto-/ 
bably, that travol was thon ao dangerous 
that notes hud to be taken fragmentarily, 
and obscrvations made surreptitiously when 
birgmeter and sextant could by safely 
extfacted from their places of concealment, 
Mr Dodd has never, I believe, published 
the result of his explorations. It would 
be matter of congratulation if Ihe renewed 
attention which circematunces hare attract- 
ed toy the island should induce Lim to 
uudortake the task, 


* Little seems to be known regard ng the 
miveral rescurees, for the reason tiat the 
mountainous region has been difficult of 
access; but the pgssersion “of gould by the 
aborigines was the occasion of one of the 
earliest acts of treachery to which they 
wera aubjacted by the Chinese ; and a con.

Mr Dodd, who has, on 
sou remark, (travelled more widely through 
the interior than, probably, any other for- 
eigner, describes the’ population as Malayo- 
Polynesian, and other observers are, [ 
delieve, of the sarne upinion, It is possible 
that savages of Kastero Negroid type may 
have arcived in Formosa as custaweys, and 
that the report by whioh Swinheo was 
intlnenocd had its origin in some such event. 
Residents in| Kelung were surprised, for 
instance, some years ogo by the sudden 
appearance nf several big canoes containing 
a duzen natives af the Peilew Islands, who 
had been oaught in n gale and been driven, 
or drifted with the Jepacese ‘Gulf Stream,” 
some 1600 miles from home. Kelung looked 
inviting, no doubt, after euch un exoursion, 
go they’ venlured in, and were not deceived. 
The Customs kept their canoes as ourius, 
but the men themeclves were -well treated 
and sent to Hongkong, wheres they were 
forwarded to Pellew, 

The men had the crisp curly hair of the 
Negritus, who are found widely ‘scattered 
Vhrough the Philippines and adjacont iclands, 
and it is far irom impossible that others, 
arriving under eimilnr stress, may have been 
less tortuaute in getting repatriated. Bat 
if eo, they seem to hare left no trace, for no 
signs of oriep or curly hair have, believe, 
been discovered among the Formosan savages 
either in worth or south, Me Dodd, at any 
rate, failed tu discover them, though ho 
husted for them for years; end others 
Messrs Piekeriog, for inttanee, and Taylor, 
and British consular odicers— have interested 
thomselves in the ingiiry, with similar 
results.

THE OUTRAGES AT CHENGTU. 
Kiukiang, June 11, 
At last foreign wires from tha west have 
beon permitted! All yesterday, last night 
and to-day, hundreds of ofticial messages 
have beon coming through from all the 
principol Szechuan telegraph stations. ‘Chey 
came in oyphor te the Tsungli Yamén, the 
Wuehang and Nuuking Viceroys sud doubt- 
tess were reporting progress, A number of 
wires were sent west. by foreigners, but it was. 
distinetly stated that no furcign megsnges 
would eume through in reply till to-uight or 
to-morrow. Perlinps the Ministers have by 
their representatiuns in Prking cuterd the 
lines here to give up their secrets. and 
eerious enough they are, The news juat to 
hand is that Chéngtu, Kiatiug, Yueluu, 
Sinking, and Pengehan have been completely 
wreoked, and that Luchou and Suifu are 
throatened, also Chungking whero the ex- 
aminations are ubuut to come off, The 
Chéngtn forcignors wero cont away from 
that pince yesterday, 10th June, after 13 
doys’ ovntinement in tho yaméns, From 
certain indications to baud it seems that a 
Dumber of other places have gone and that 
Yunnan is in the same ¢ondition as Sze- 
cbuan. tis reported in the telegrams. that 
some foreizners are missing and the natives 
have it that some foreignera have been 
killed. Chungking people urgently request 
assistance, Communications have been ro- 
ceived here by the natives from the liferati 
‘Seroflicints of the west udsing them to rise 
at oace and, as the Hunam. programme pro- 
vided, drive the foreign devils into the sea. 
Qne cannot bat be atruck by oeriain 
designed coincidences, As soon as the riote 
begin the wires are reported to be dowa 
and remain down ten days. The stoppage 
was said to be a trivial damage, 175 li weet 
hashi and negt Ichang, If this be trae 
ng there is grave reason to: doubt the 
ators—it is but afew hours’ journey 
to Shasht where there is a telegraph station 
and mess%ges could easily have been sent by 
boat or courier entailing only some few 
hours’ delay, but we have ten days’ inter- 
raption and it is impossible to give a satis. 
factory explanation of this occurrenco, 
Again, when svfficiont time has been allow- 
ed tv get the soheme of the Viceroy’s well 
under way, and when the Ministers in Pe- 
king will no longer be put off, the lines aro 
in repair ogain ond after como 36 hourg’ 
further delay for government moseages, 
foreign news is permitted to, come through, 
Another coincidence i¢ striking, namely, 
that the Wnchang and Nanking Viceroys 
are in full touch with the Yunnan and Sze- 
chuan Viceroya, and. probably the Canton 
Viceroy as well. ‘That is, al! the high 
wandarins of the Empire ara well avare 
of and probably will soon be notary in 
the trayedy how being euneted. [tix 
a .curious fact that instead of -disband- 
ing the armies of the Empire now pento ia 
declared thoy aro increased and retaiaed. 
Will Peking now show up her hand and tell 
tho Ministere plainly they don’t intend to 
protect foreigners auy more but that they 
intend to rid the land of themP Let no one 
bo deceived; this whole offair most be 
fastened on the central government, At 
this time o great fury is raging iu Funan; 
soon after Wa ‘'a-chday reached Changsha 
the Greut God of Hunan is found destroy~ 
ed and a madman is put up to say the 
Christians did it eo that forvigners might 
take the province, for while Wang’ Yo 
reiyned Hunan wis sufe against any foe. 
In Kiukinng the same barefaced. attempt 
to stir up the people by the offivials is in 
progréss ond it is reported that an attempt 
along the same line is being or will Le made 
in Hankow and Wuolhang. All thesa ore 
facts and it is probable the work is only just 
begun and that as the days yo by we shall 
bear of much more serious events 20 cunnecs 
tion with this official attempt to oust 
foreigners. One thing only will settle this 
problem; the immediate humiliation of Ghine 
and the passing of the government lato 
Wealern hands, —N.-C. Dutly News.

THE OAMPHOER TRADE AND KOBE, 


As supplementiag tha valuable informa- 
tion forwarded by-our Formosan correspon. 
dent regarding the produotion of camphor ia 
Formoan, it seems of great importance that 
the position of the drug in the world’s 
markets should aleo bo raviewed from Kobo, 
which up to o few years ago, and at the 
time supplies from Formosa showad signs of 
disapponring altogether, shared with Naga- 
suki the monopoly of supplying the world. 
Owing to the extinotion of camphur trees in 
the south of tha Empire, however, exports 
from Nagasaki ceased altogether several 
years ago, leaving Kobe the only port 
in Japan where camphor is oxported to 
any extent, The export of camphor 
from Kobe aleo fell off on account 
of the grent diminution of the asutlable 
camphor trees in the neighbouring 
provinces, Coincideat with this Formosa 
stepped in, increasing ita production, which 
haa fed toa portion ubout equal te Kube’s 
trade shifting to Hongkong ; but a8 a conae- 


quite possible that Kobe ia destined again to 
become the centre of the camphor trade— 
anyhow pro tem. —for reasons whioh we shall 
proceed to give. These of ooursa munt ne- 
cessarily be based toa groot extent on ape- 
oulation, as we cannot yet be certain what 
course the Japancao will adopt in Formosa, 
but the reasons are such ag to commend 
themselves to those who are well-informed, 
and may be regarded as fairly representing 
probabilities, 

The Orient for Orientals and Japan’ for 
the Japanese isa ery swong merchants of 
this country which must not be loat sight of 
in ovnsidering the question, Formosa now 
being a part of this Empire, tha Japnoose 
are fairly ontitled to adie herbeat of it in 
their ows interests, Already preparations 
are being made to Jaya cable from Japan to 
Yormoga, and regular steamers will shortly 
bo ruoniog to the island, proving - that 
Japa intends to monopolize the trade if 
that be found possible. 

It will he lerreed with interest that Ad- 
miral Kebayema, the Governor-Genoral of 
Formosa, has already“ been approached by 
Japanese merchants interested-in the oam- 
por trade and desirous of extendiog their 
operationa to the South, wilh a view to ob- 
taining permission to explore tho camphor 
woods. Hin Excellency waa, however, so 
“exolusively cocupiud with strategioal and 
political considerations. that he was naable 
tu make any reply. Itis, hdwever, assumed 
by those who are in @ position to have acou- 
rate information that the camphor woods in 
Formosa, most of which ara in the hands of 
the State, will be placed under atrict control 
by the Goverament. It isa foot not gend- 
rally known that thero are largo tracts of 
country in Japaa covered with camphor 
trees whioh are yet practically untouched, 
Theee, however, belong to the Govornmunt, 
while the trees in the bands of private 
owners ate rapidly dwindling in number 
and thoaa remaining are in almost inucocs-. 
sible mountain regions, where thera is little 
or no water for distilling purposes, The 
Government furesta nre strictly proteoted, 
only the felling of old trees being here aod 
there permitted, though it is generally be~ 
lieved that the axe of wood-poaohers ts not 
oltogether absent. It has baen the policy 
of the Government fur several yeara to ri- 
gorously prowsrrg ita quosi-virgin foreste, 
both for the general good of the conntry and 
in view of ity own future: wanta, euch as for 
naval yards and eo forth, = 

Now to apply these facts to Formosa, it 
is suggested that the Government may adopt 
sioilar methods with regard to the oumphor 
wouds there, Admiral Kabayama, the 
Governor-Gpueral, being a cavul mau, will 
dyubtess bear in mind the necessity tor 
preserving trees with « viow to Lhe wants: of 
the navy—a matter which willbe of ‘the 
)greoter importance if, as is rumonred, a 
great noval port is to be established at the 
Pesoadores He that as-it may, it is but 
reasvuatle to assume that in Formosa forest 
culture will honosforth be conducted on the 
sume fines a9 in Japan. Those Japanese 
who are mostjintorested ia tho devyolupment 
of Formvsc believe that no camptor will be 
forthouming thenoe for at least a year after 
tho Japanese oveupation is completed,—per- 
haps lunger,—-ond that no cutting of trees 
will be permitted until the-political state of 
tho islund is sctiled and the title-deeds of 
theluoky possessura of caniphor domains have

- Asis already well koown among,those in- 
terested in Comphor production, the Nitrate 
King, Coloncl North, hos dove a spiendid 
strolce of business in cornering the articta 
whioh withia a few moaths has gone up 100 
per cect., and in the hands of auch u power- 
ful concern the price is not likely to give 
way, while, if it enits the ring, it may bo 
driven up to almost any figure, It must be 
borne in mind, also, that it is to tha interest 
of the Japonese to work with theso apecu- 
Intora at humo, as by carefully husbanding 
supplies producers can dictate terms to the 
whole world and dorive great peanniary be.

known foot, a3 our Formosan corréspondent 
remarks, thst a camphor tree, like the oak, 
isa treo of slow growth, and. for generations 
henoe there will be no fear of production in 
territory catside of Japon. It should bo

JAPAN A8 AN INDUSTRIAL RIVAL 


We have pointed out that tho first effect 
of the new get. of conditions which. has 
arisen in the Further Hust is likely to baa 
moderate risa in the price of silver, which 
may be expeotud to exercisa a stimulating 
influence on trade4ih ghneraJ, and to be 
speciatly beneficial to America and Yodia, 
together with a sensible incresso in the 
demand forthe products of Huropaan and 
American industry. The latte of these 
sonsequenccs will be the outoome, partly of 
the military necessities of Yapan and Ohina, 
which will compol them to muke large pur- 
chasos of ships, guos, and matorial of war, 
and partly of the opening up of tho new 
ports in China under the treaty and of the 
permission to import inachinery into that 
country. So far as it depends upon the 
first of these causes, this iocressad demand 
will necessarily be of brief duration, not 
only because the cause itself is Iargaly of tha 
nature of s temporary emergoncy, but be- 
cause Japan certainly, and Qhina not im- 


passed, be in a position ta produce the 
things rcquited for themselves. So far, 
too, as it depends upon the latter cause, 
the extent and duration of the incronse wil! 
be largely affected by: tho spirit in which 
China acoopts the new situation, If sho 
persista in adhering to her old. ways, and 
makes no furthor chithgea than sho ip 
actually compelled to do by “the torms of 
the treaty, it will ba comparatively slight 
in amount “ond narrow iz acope, and ita 
influence on Westero industcy will be 
ephemeral. If, om the other hand, sho 
follows the example of Japan, it will be 
comparatively groat and varied, and, 
as it will include many things, anch 
as rails and machinory, which neither 
Chino herself, nor Japan, will, for many 
years, be able to produce in quantity, 
the impetus to Western industry will 
be comparatively prolonged.
